A FRAUDULENT LETTER 
FROM, CANTON. 


INSIDE KNOWLEDGE. 


A fraud involving the theft of 
the large sum of $19,500 has been 
reported to the police by the mana- 


[ger of the Ting Hing Bank, of No. 


179 ‘Queen's Road Central. 


The report to the police by the 
manager states. that on the 6th 
September the Ting Hing Bank re- 
eeived a. letter from. the Kam Fat 
Bank at Canton requesting them to 


collect a ‘sum -of $19,500 from. 


various Banks in Hongkong and 
to pay the.same over'to the Yuen 
Wah Cheung firm of No. 6, Koshing 
Street, who would then remit it to 


Mog : 

‘The inatructions contained in 
the letter were carried out, by the 
recipient and on the same day 
the money. was duly paid over 
to the Yuen Wah Cheung. 

“But two days later the Ting 
Hing Bank received a second let- 
ter from the same Bank at Canton 
containing a similar. set of in- 
structions, but in this case request- 
ing that the sum: of $19,500 which 
the Ting Hing Bank was asked to 
collect be handed over to the Wo 
Fat Shing Bank of Winglok Street, 
who would then pay it into the 
credit of the Canton bank. * 

On ‘investigation it was found 
that the first letter was calculated 
to forestall the second communica- 
tion and to divert the money into 
the possession of these who ap- 
parently had been enabled ‘to gain 
an intimate knowledge of the 
affairs ofthe Canton bank, 

It transpires that the Yuen Wah 
Cheung firm of: Koshing Street in- 
to whose shop the money wags 
alleged to have been handed had’ 
suspended business, and when <a. 
visit was made there by the police 
and representatives of the Ting 
Hing Bank the doors were found 
to ‘be closed, :and the premises 
deserted. . mo

It 
will not be a logislative parlia- 
ment and will, not shate in the 
sovereignty of the nation but will

The Assembly .will consist of

The dock at the. Marine Court 
was overtaxed this’ morning, when 
Commar. J. B. Newill, D.8.0., R.N., 
took his seat. No léss than 27 
offenders were lined up to answer 
charges which were mainly rela- 
tive to boarding ships without per- 
mission. . . 

Mr. M. K, Lo appeared for 10 
money changer’s fokis, who were 
charged with boarding s.s. Takli- 
wa, at the Kowloon Wharves, on 
September 14, without permissten 
of the commanding officer. <A plea 
of not guilty was-entered. 
"Sergeant Carson of the Water 
Police stated that he boarded the 
Takliwa at 2.30 p.m. in response 
to the Police flag. On boarding 
he was informed by the Chief 
Offiver’ that there were a number 
of hawkers and other persons on 
board who had been warned te 
leave the ship in'the forenoon, but 
had not done 30, With the help 
of Chinese detectives the defen- 
dantg had.been rounded up. ~ 

Mr. M, K, Lo asked witness if 
he was aware that the 10 defen- 
dants were the . employees of a’ 
money changer, carrying out their, 
usual business and witness admit- 
ted that this'was so. In reply to 
further questions, it was. stated 
that the men in question had a 
large sum of money with them, 
amounting, to. approximately 
$6,000, A license was subsequent- 
ly produced, showing the aceused 
to be employees af a money 
changer, who -had. permission to 
earry out his business on board 
ship. It was the first time that 
witness had cause to arrest money 
changers. : 

Inspector Brown, addressing His 
Worship, stated that the agent of 
the shipping Company, was pre- 
sent and’ did not wish to press the 
charge, but Mr. Lo objected, 
saying that the Police Officer was 
taking'a step too far advanced, as 
his announcement. involved the 
penalty which might be inflicted. 

Mr. Lo continuing, put it to His 
Worship that. there was no case 
to'answer, in that, although un- 
der a certain Section of the Ordin- 
ances, no person could board with- 
out permission of the master, or 
by lawful authority, nothing had 
been given in evidence to show 
that these persor's’ had’ boarded 
without permission."

would have to be withdrawn from 
school earlier. than shey would 
otherwise be—to the detriment of 
themselves and, consequently, of 
Society. Representations, couch- 
ed in the most‘earnest terms, from 
all classes of the Chinese commun- 
ity, praying that the Government 
may see its way to reconsider its 
decision, have: been made to my 
senior Chinese colleague and ‘ny- 
self; and we-feel bound to sup, ort 
this request. - 


Not in Terms of Dollars. 


cation is, I respectfully submit that 
money so spent by the State should 
not be regarded as a strictly bugi- 
ness investment, such as, for exam- 
ple, money spent on a railway, 
when the outlay must -be commen- 
surate with the direct return ex- 
pected. ‘The value of State:educa- 
tion cannot be assessed in, terms of 
dollars: it is in many ways analo- 
gous tothe governmental policy in 
regard to Public Health. Your 
Excellency has been even more pre- 
cise in stressing the . point. 
‘When replying to the unofficial 
members during the Budget de- 
bate last year, you said that money 
spent by us on education was ‘of 
the utmost value to British inter- 
ests in China, and you further ex- 
pressed your agreement with the 


‘| Chinese unofficial members when 


they said that they did not grudge 
the expenditure.,  ° ‘ 

Since these utterdnces were made, 
nothing has occurred to justify a 
change of policy on the part of the 
Government.” I would therefore 
respectfully but. strongly urge your 
Excellency, to postpone enforcement 
of your decision until times. are, 
better. If this small ‘financial 
gain ia placed against the 
hardship to the people who will 
be unable to’ bear the extra burden, 
and the bad effect which the in- 
crease will have on the community 
through a setback to education.

“1. A. General Review. , 


. The Hon. Mr, W. E. L. Shenton 
said:—Your Excellency,—In your 
speech introducing the . estimates 
which are now beforé'us, you have 
directed general attention: to a 
retrospect of this Colony’s history 
for the past thirty years—a period 
of great interest, not only to the 
residents of this Colony, but to‘all 
who are concerned in any manner 
in the Far East. Unquestionably, 
Your Excellency's review will be 
elosely followed in many parts of 
the world. " No resident of this 
Colony éould have listened to or 
read Your Excellency'’s survey of

trol. Large revenue from land 
sale unfortunately indicates 
either trouble in China or an un- 
healthy -fnancial condition in’ this 
Colony. It must also ‘be borne in 
mind that by reason of the large 
reclamation schemes now in course 
of development, the demand for

Favourable Comparisons. 


For the purpose’ of my argu- 
ment, therefore, I propoze to re- 
duee the revenue from’ land ‘sales 
during the year 1923 to. uormal 
basis, and forthe purpose of 
demonstration 1 shall adopt the 
year 1926, and the position, there- 
fore, is that the difference in 
revenue’ between 1906 and 1908 
was $930,804, between 1918 and:

Strength of Resources, ~ 


_, Such a state of affairs after 
the ‘trying -and difficult years 
through which this Colony has 
passed when disrupting elements 
have. done everything in  thoir 
power to ruin it, can only bewa’ 
matter for mutual congratulation 
and outstanding evidence of the 
great strength of its resources and 
the stability of its constitution. 

The Honourable the Colonial 
Secretary’ has, in the courge of his 
speech, intimated the policy ,of 
Your Excellency, to finance certain 
schemes of general public ‘ utility 
coming under the category of Pub- 
lic Works Extraordinary, by'loans 
secured on the public revenue of 
this Colony. This" policy although 
not new to the Colony is exceptional, 
as, the previous policy hasbeen, to 
meet, ag far as possible,.all expen- 
diture out of current revenue. 
Whilst it cannot be denied that it 
is unfair to make the present gen- 
eration pay for: the advantages 
which posterity will reap the most 
advantage of, jeverthelcss in the 
present condition of the Colony’s 
finances, the utmost care should be 
exercised’ in, embarking on new 
schemes, confining them as far as 
possible to essential requirements, 
as against luxaries, 


Caution Advisable. 


-In_ this ’ connexion advantage 
might be gained from an examina- 
‘tion of our financial position for 
the past five years by compating our 
revenue against our expenditure, 
‘leaving out of our calculations (for 
reasons'I have already stated) ‘the 
revenue obtained from land sales, 
In the year 1922, the surplus: was 
$1,006,258.33, the year 1923 shows 
a deficit of $276,939.86, the year 
1924 a deficit of $4,426,024.58, the 
year’ 1925 a deficit of $5,592,689, 
the year 1926 a deficit of $2,679,469, 
the year 1927 an estimated deficit, 


including land sales, of $1,787,305" 


and the year 1928 -an estimated de- 
ficit, including 
$2,079,655. : : 

At. the end of the year: 1928 on 
the present basis of figures it would 
appear'that we shall have used up 
our present liquid agsets.-Assuming 


the present conditions prevail for, 


the year 1929, we shall be faced 
with having-to exercise more. rigid 
economy or look for fresh sources 
of taxation, therefore, too much 
care cannot be exercised in em- 
barking on new enterprises. 


Judicious Borrowing. 


We are, however, fortunate in 
that the ambitious programme 
which was undertaken in the past, 
will, I understand, ‘have been com~- 
pleted and paid for out of revenue 
by the end of the year 1928, We 
must not be forgetful of the fact 
that those responsible in the past 
have handed down to us an inherit- 
ance almost unencumbered, a posi- 
‘tion. possibly unique, and. posterity 
will have every right to look to us 
for ‘a similar stewardship. We 
must also bear in mind that poster- 
ity,may Have legitimate’ claims for 
borrowing,’ or’ circumstances may

TREATY BEING PREPARED. 


. Paria, Sept. 14. 

The new French -tariff, which 
cume into operation a week ago, has 
surprised and ‘alarmed American 
business men, and the United States 
Yovernment has taken speedy action 
ta remedy the absence of a commer- 
cial treaty with France. A pro- 
posed draft has already been sub- 
mitted. 

Hitherto’ American -importers in. 
France have ‘generally paid only 
an intermediate scale of duties, 
but are now fuced with the neces- 
sity of ‘paying the maximum for 
their business under the new heavy 
dutics, and are threatened in some 
cases with duties inereased 600 per 
cent., whereas: under the new 
Franco-German trade convention 
Germany obtsina the minimum 
rates in numerous instances. 

It ix fully expected that a tem- 
porary agreement will be reached 
to enable American trade . with 
France to continue .until a new 
treaty id signed. . 

A semi-official statement says 
that the French Government is 
ready Lo negotiate a Franco-Ameri~ 
can commercial treaty, . but mean- 
while the Government recognises 
‘hut the tariff changes weigh heayi- 
Iy on certain Anterican . imports.

Mr. George E. Williams, one of 
the directors of Sirdar (Ltd.), 
said that they had run the game 
fat Wembley and Olympia and on 
every pleasure beach in the coun- 
try. The prizes were from 8a. 
to 108, in value. ”

The South African Government 
hag dealt a death-blow to one of 
the most lucrative professions in 
the Transvaal-—the illegal brew- 
ing of stoktaan, a highly intoxica- 
ting concoction made by tho 
nativos, who are not allowed to 
“possess” any form of liquid from 
yeast. An embargo. has been 
placed on all imported yeast, much 
of which was sent out innocently 
from ,England, and the manufac- 
ture of the liquid will consequantly 
be ‘impossible. As much as 100,- 
DOOIb. of “compressed” yeast was 
being sold monthly in Johnnes- 
burg, says a correspondent.: 

Fortunes were made rapidly. ia 
the countless ‘liquid-dens of the 
mining areas by brewers.of the 
drink, A. gallon. manufactured 
for ninepenee sold for eight shill- 
ings, and the demand was. always 
‘prenter than, the supply—the 
police saw to that! 

Ease’.of manufacture was . the 
drink's chief charm.. The’ police 
Ipatnols had a habit of raiding 
dhe shebeena daily ‘and destroy- 
ing all the liquor they, found, but 
skokiaan matures: rapidly, and 
four honrs-after the departure of 
the police trade could be brisk 
again. a 
The recipe for the drink is this; 

L gallon of boiling water; 

2 tablets of “compressed” yeast, 

arid « 
2 cups of sugar. . 
Mix all in a large tin; bury it 
‘for secrecy) ji leave an alr vent 
(fur safety); and wait four hours 

The resulting concoction will be 
thick, milky, and evil, For 
variety and flavouring add crange 
veel, pineapple rind, or a lemon. 
The “cream” of skokiaa brews, 
the shokiaan de luxe, ia a ‘mule 

ong liquors, evolved simply. by 
adding a -bottle of methylated 
spirit and three lumps of carbide! 

It is known descriptively as the 
carbide cocktail. Two mugs of 
il suffice even a three-bettle man, 
tree bring oblivion; 
nine casés out of ten, the doctor,
